Matters Discussed Before Brightwood
Avenue Citizens’ Association.

Six of His Nephews Act as Pallbearers
=Tribute to His Worth.

The funeral of the late venerable Col
Lemuel W. Towers took place from the old
family residence, No, B1T K street north-
west, at 2 o'clock this afterncon.
